2. ADUM IS BACK IN THE PENITENTIARY. MILITARY GOVERNOR OF GUAYAS. 
RENAN OLMEDO GONZALEZ, RECENTLY ISSUED STRICT ORDERS CURTAILING 
TRANSFERS OF PRISONERS TO MEDICAL CLINICS. IN TELEPHONE CONVERSATION 
CONCERNING U.S. CITIZEN PRISONER, GOVERNOR TOLD CONGEN ORDERS ISSUED

POSSIBLE RELATIONS WITH ECUADOREAN DRUG TRAFFICKERS IN CUSTODY IN 
U.S. HAS BEEN REQUESTED TWICE. (GUAYAQUIL DO 106 PASSED TO REGION 

2 AS DEA DOM0017 DATED FEB. 1, 1974, AND GUAYAQUIL 383 OF APRIL 19, 

1974.) RESPONSE TO FIRST REQUEST (DEA 0819) GAVE US NO HELP. 

RESPONSE TO SECOND REQUEST (DEA 3002) REPORTED THAT SIXTO SALAZAR
